The following is a translation of a hitherto un-
published letter writton by Louls Napoleon just
after g eseape from the fortress of Ham, to

My Denr Mr, Degeorge ;—The desire of onoe more
seving my father in this life has made me attempt
the boldest undertaking that 1 have sver attemptaod,
and for which 1 noeded more frmness and courag:
